"In the face of that we under¬ 
take to get the State Kmergeney 
Relief administration to give us 
a few million .so the unemployeil 
ran help themselves and take the 
burden from the taxpayers, and a 
greedy fear overtakes them. They 
move heaven and earth to .«top 
production for u.se." 

He also si)okc of the "prostitu¬ 
tion of great channels of public 
information" and said that "one of 
the immediate problems you and I 
must face is the necessity of open¬ 
ing up and freeing channels of 
information.'’

The Orange county farm bu- | 
reau dumped two pressing prob- | 
lems, those of gun club use of 
water In the county, and of sew¬ 
age reclamation, into the lap of 
the Orange County W’ater Dis¬ 
trict yesterday afternoon, stating 
the district "was the proper legal 
body to handle these problems.” 

While the water district ac¬ 
cepted both problems provision¬ 
ally, Attorney A. J. Rutan said 
he doubted that the body was 
the proper legal group to handle 
the gun club case, declaring that 
its constitution specifically for¬ 
bids its entering into any litiga¬ 
tion over water rights between 
county water users. 

Problem Is Ticklish 

The gun club problem handed 
the water district is a ticklish 
one. In brief, the question arises 
over the use of water for non- 
beneficial purposes by gun clubs 
in flooding duck ponds. A new 
county ordinance restricts the use 
of water by gun clubs to nine- 
acre Inches, although it fails to 
state whether this is by month, 
year, or for the five-year period 
of the leases. 

Findings of a technical com- 
mitee operating under the board 
of supervisors and made some 
months ago, were to the effect 
that gun clubs at pre.sent are 
using about three-acre inches 
yearly, on a net acreage of ap¬ 
proximately 1,500 acres of land, 
this representing about one- 
quarter of 5,800 acres owned by 
the gun clubs. 

Ordinance Was Compromise 

The ordinance setting the al¬ 
lowable amount of water was a 
compromise agreement reached 
by the board of supervisors, after 
the courts had ruled that gun 
club use of water was non-bene- 
ficial. The farm bureau stand. 
Spokesmen John Murdy and J. J. 
Lewis stated, was to the effect 
that while it opposed the gun 
clubs using any water, it felt 
a compromise settlement on a 
fair basis would be acceptable.

’The farm bureau has main¬ 
tained a model sewage reclama¬ 
tion plant in Santa Ana for the 
past year, and has been forced 
to a bandon it recently for rea¬ 
sons of expense. It asked that 
the water district take over the 
study and attempt to work out 
some feasible plan of procedure. 

Referred to Committee 

Opinion of the board, as stated, 
was that it was willing to act 
as a clearing house for informa¬ 
tion concerning sewage reclama¬ 
tion, and would take the matter 
of furthering the project under 
consideration. It was referred to 
the sewage committee, under Wil¬ 
iam Schumacher, for further rec¬ 
ommendation. 

The board adjourned to meet 
next Wednesday in Mr. Rutan’s 
offices, after members have had 
a chance to study the two pro¬ 
posals, at which time some ac¬ 
tion regarding them will be taken.

Fifty billion dollars. 

A lot of money in any country. 
Yet that is the size of the fund 
which it is estimated will develop 
by 1980 to carry on the old age 
annuity program of the federal 
government. This vast sum will 
pile up through contributions by 
employed workers and their em¬ 
ployers. 

The old age annuity system is 
part of the social security pro¬ 
gram launched by I’re.sident 
Roosevelt's administration. It is 
designed to a.ssure workers of a 
definite income after they reach 
the age of 6.1 and retire. 

Two Phases 

There are two phases to the 
old age feature of the social .se¬ 
curity project. One is called old 
age a.ssistance and will operate 
until the long range, old age an¬ 
nuity part of the plan gets under 
way. 

The immediate, or old age as¬ 
sistance program has been de¬ 
signed to stimulate and aid states 
in cstabli.shing at once an old 
age pension system. It will be¬ 
gin to operate ne.xt year. Slates 
must enact laws for cooperating 
with the government on this proj¬ 
ect, as well as on the long range 
old age annuity plan. California 
has done this. 

The federal .social .security 
board is empowered to pay out 
in the neighborhood of $.50,000,- 
000 this year to match on a .'50-.50 
basis such money as states pro¬ 
vide for immediate old age pen¬ 
sions. The board will match state 
pensions up to $15 a month. This 
would make the maximum pen¬ 
sion $.j 0 a month unless a state 
wished to contribute more to in- 
crea.se it. .State residence re¬ 
quirements may not exceed one 
year. 

Collect rax In 1937 

The old age annuity .system will 


be financed by contributions from 
employes and 'employers. When 
it begins to operate, the old age 
assistanc. program will begin to 
fade out of the picture. Starting 
in January, 1937, the government 
wdll begin to collect this ta.x from 
about 26,000,000 workers and 
their employers. The tjix will 
apply only to the first $3,000 of 
a worker’s annual wage. 

In 1937 the rate will be 1 per 
cent for both employer and em¬ 
ploye. It will rise gradually to 
3 per cent in 1949 and will stay 
there. 

Beginning in 1942 the treasury 
will pay out monthly benefits to 
all those affected by the pro¬ 
gram, who have reached the age 
of 6.5 and have received $2,000 
or more in total wages since 
1936, provided these wages were 
received on at least one day in 
each year. 

Maximum S85 Monthly 

The minimum monthly payment 
will be $10 and the maximum $85. 
Size of payments will be deter¬ 
mined by the amount of salaries 
received by beneficiaries while 
employed. 

This project will begin to pay 
off on a temporary basis by the 
end of 1937. The.se payments will 
be in small lump sums instead 
of annuities. The.se have been 
provided for those who have 
reached the age of 65 before they 
have worked the five years under 
the plan and become eligible for 
annuity benefits. 

Certain classes of workers arc 
exempted from this program 
Thc.se .are farm workers, domestic 
.servants, government employes, 
employes of charitable, .scientific, 
religious and educational institu¬ 
tions, railroad w'orkers, ships’ of¬ 
ficers and crews. Otherwise every 
worker will come under this pro¬ 
gram, regardle.ss of the number 
of persons his employer hires.

The committee also suggested 
facilitation of emigration of Ger¬ 
man refugees to regions like Pal¬ 
estine and South America. 

As a permanent measure, the 
committee proposed creation of a 
commi.ssion, consisting of repre¬ 
sentatives of various govern¬ 
ments, Jewish and non-Jewish 
groups, to handle the problem of 
Jewish refugees.

I Do not condemn the lowly weed 
in wholesale lots, says Farm Ad¬ 
visor Harold Wahlberg. Plants 
generally thought of as weeds and 
; condemned as soil robbers in some 
j in.stances are really soil builders 
and savers, as in the case of the 
volunteer cover crops in our citrus 
and walnut orchards, according to 
Mr. Wahlberg. 

A weed may be defined as an 
unvranted plant, or a plant out of 
place, he says. The morning glory 
in the flower garden is an orna¬ 
mental plant. In the orchard it is 
a weed. Many other plants are 
valuable under one set of condi¬ 
tions, he says, and pests under 
other conditions. When pests, they 
are weeds. When valuable, they 
are not weeds. 

Weeds, according to Mr. W.ahl- 
berg, frequently are responsible for 
low crop yields from weedy grain 
fields. On the other hand, they 
.seldom receive credit for the part 
they play in increasing yields by 
improving soil on idle land, or 
where they do not compete direct¬ 
ly with a crop for moisture and 
fertility. 

Growing plants, or weeds, If pre¬ 
ferred, when plowed under also 
help to keep the soil loose, which 
insures better crop yields, it was 
explained. They are regarded as 
desirable orchard covers in areas 
where there is moisture enough 
for both the trees and the "weeds.”

NATIVES ROUT 
ITALIANS AS 
RAINS BEGIN 


By tliei Associated Press 
Ethiopia’s govei;untnt. informed 
Addis Ababa sources stated to¬ 
day, has received reports from Its 
southern high command that a 
large scale Italian advance from 
the Dolo region has been repulsed 
after an engagement involving 
more than 100.000 troops. 

Reported dispatches from Ras 
Desta Demtu, Emperor Haile Se¬ 
lassie’s son-in-law who commands 
the southern armies, stated that' 
43,000 Italians and Somalis who 
attempted to invade the great 
African rift valley west of Dolo 
had been defeated by 60,000 Ethio¬ 
pians. 

Rains Halt Advance 
Ethiopia also announced offici¬ 
ally that heavy rains, in the moun¬ 
tainous Tembien region of the 
northern battlefront have prompt¬ 
ed withdrawal of invading Fascist 
troops. 

The evacuation, described as 
"precipitous,’’ augmented previous 
reports the Italians had abandoned 
a fortnight ago the posts they held 
since the capture of Makale. 

Travelers said the roads between 
Makale, Addis Ababa, and Debra 
Tabor, principal city west of the 
northern lines, have been washed 
out by the rains. 

Guerilla Warfare 
.Simultaneously, Emperor Halle 
Selas.sie renewed Instructions to 
his field forces to continue guerilla 
warfare and flag ceremonies In 
Italy showed Premier Mussolini’s 
army standing at its full 1 . 000,000 
man strength at home and In 
Africa. 

The defending leaders were or¬ 
dered to desi.st from engaging in 
pitched battles to save men. Sol¬ 
diers who do not obey the orders, 
the abiina (bishop) of the Coptic 
Chri.stian church warned, may 
consider themselves excommuni¬ 
cated.

Further increases in 1936 for 
business activity and electrical de¬ 
mand were anticipated today by 
Rodney Bacon, district manager 
here for the Southern California 
Edison Company.

Sales of electrical equipment for 
household service increased in 
1935, he said. Sales of electric 
refrigerators totalled 35,000 and 
were nearly double the 1934 sales. 
There were 5400 ranges sold, 2600 
water heaters, 30,000 washing 
machines, 5000 ironers, 50,000 ra¬ 
dios and 97,000 smaller appliances. 

"Company engineers worked 
closely with power and light users 
in 1935 and it is anticipated that 
1936 will see further impetus to 
the trend to complete electrifica¬ 
tion of many classes of industry 
and agriculture,” said Mr. Bacon. 

"The number of active meters in 
our system has increased more 
than 17,000 in 1935, and the num¬ 
ber of idle meters is at the lowest 
point in seven years. There has 
been a net increase in the con¬ 
nected load of 113.000 horsepower 
for the year.”

GIANNINI CROP FORECAST 

O RANGE COUNTY farmers who arc students of market 
conditions will find a great deal of information to 
ponder over in circular No. 94. California agricultural j 
extension ser\-ice. 

This booklet is entitled “The 1936 Agricultural Out¬ 
look for California” and represents the annual findings 
and forecast of the Giannini Foundation of Agricultural 
Economics, University of California. 

In the space here available, The Journal can only 
hint at a few of the points it makes concerning various 
crops produced in this state. It must also be remembered 
that these points, as well as the other forecasts made by 
the foundation, now must be considered in light of the 
supreme court’s AAA decision. Concerning some of the 
crops raised in this county the circular says: 

Avocados—“Factors . . . point to fairly good returns 
for the current '^’•op. From a lorigcr-t’.me point of view 
the situation is quite different. The trend of production 
wilt probably be sharply upward for the next four years.” 

Lemons—“As the relatively large nonbearing acreage 
of lemons in California comes into full-bearing, produc¬ 
tion is likely to increase with average growing conditions, 
beginning about 1937. Unless exports expand further or 
new domestic outlets are developed, lower prices may be 
anticipated at that time.” 

Oranges—“The long-time outlook is for a continua¬ 
tion of the upward trend of supplies of oranges, both in 
this country and abroad. It seems certain that if trees 
now in groves in this and other countries reach full- 
producing capacity, orange producers may be forced to 
divert larger proportions of their crops to noncommercial 
channels. Average orange prices during the next decade 
are not likely to equal those of the predepression period. 
For 1935-36 the outlook is for smaller supplies than last 
year and a stronger demand situation.” 

Walnuts—“The trend of walnut production continues 
sharply upward in both California and Oregon.” 

Alfalfa—“The trend toward increased acreage of 
pasture and hay and forage crops will probably continue.” 

Dry Beans—“The prospect this year is for an exces- j 
sive supply of all types of beans produced in this country.” j 
Sugar Beets—“The outlook for 1935-36 under the 
sugar-control program is for higher prices on beet sugar 
than in recent years.” 

Tomatoes (for fresh market)—“1936 prospects are 
for reduced plantings.” 

Beef Cattle—“Prices . . . likely to average lower.” 

Dairy—“Replacements will continue to be needed in 
the Los Angeles milk shed.” 

Hogs—“Expected to average somewhat higher.” 

Honey—“Given normal rainfall and satisfactory grow¬ 
ing conditions for plants, the California 1936 crop might 
well be average or larger.” 

Poultry and Eggs—“Supplies are increasing.” 

“SAWDUST CAESAR” 

I F YOU are one of those Americans (now happily de¬ 
creasing in number) who, impatient with our own na¬ 
tional shortcomings, have ever looked with favor on the 
idea of an European type dictatorship for this country, 
a reading of George Seldes’ new book, “Sawdust Caesar,” 
will cure you completely. 

The caesar under discussion, of course, is Benito Mus¬ 
solini, described as the prize turncoat, double-crosser and 
opportunist of his time. Long before the author, for 
many years a correspondent of leading American news¬ 
papers in Italy, completes his story of II Duce’s rise to 
power, there is no question left in the reader’s mind as to 
why the “sawdust” appelation. 

Mussolini’s widely-exploited “Corporate State” idea 
is shown to be simply non-functioning. The standard of 
living in Italy has gone down with six or seven successive 
wage cuts. Personal liberty has been destroyed. Brute 
force and terror have been used to silence opposition and 
to compel the discipline of which the dictator is so proud. 

The chapter on Fascist Finance shows that the boasted 
“balanced budget” is just another propaganda myth. The 
budget has not been balanced, and the national debt has 
been steadily and alarmingly rising, though these facts 
have been fraudulently hidden as far as it has been pos¬ 
sible to hide them. 

Seldes denies, too, the claim that the dictator sup¬ 
pressed the Mafia, a secret terroristic organization. What 
really happened, he declares, is that these Sicilian gang¬ 
sters were taken over into the fascist organization and 
are used throughout the kingdom to promote sinister 
projects of II Duce. 

On top of it all, the burden of taxation has increased 
until now “the Italian people, in proportion to income, pay 
more taxes than those of any other important country.” 

Seldes’ account brings the history along to the be¬ 
ginnings of the Ethiopian adventure. And there “on the 
imperial road to war” which he so long has traveled, he 
leaves Mussolini. Now will he “in a small way emulate 
Julius Caesar,” or will he himself “be destroyed by the 
monstrous state he has created?” 

SOMETHING FOR THE MONEY 

A s PART of its campaign for lower taxes the state 
chamber of commerce sends out a graph showing 
that California’s state and local government expenditures 
per capita are the highest of the nation. 

Not to criticize this important contribution to public 
information by the state chamber, but simply to put a 
certain perspective on it for the sake of better understand¬ 
ing, we point out that California has the reputation of , 
possessing, among other things, by far the best system , 
of highways and the best school plant of any state in the 
Union. Naturally these have cost money. 1

And de¬ 
fend them.
